Vacuum Tube rransmissien Wing 
The work of equipping and re eiiulp i 
plug in I be change from spark la 
vacuum tube has been going on stead 
lly during the past two years. Already 
several hundred ships are equipped 
with vacuum lube apparatus or will be 
very shortly Spark signals are be 
cuming a rarety, excepi for ihe occa 
slonal small foreign ship which comaa 
into an AnieHian port "and proceeds lo 
squat on the 45u meter or 600 meter 
channels In unloading lis tratlic amid 
a world of broadcast eniertainment, 
and also a few crjastal slaiions still 
operating with spark transmitters. 

Vacuum tube transmission has mon 
than justified the fondest expectations 
With the vast Increase In distances 
spanned, ships are now keeping In 
touch with the land stations on the 
transallatiiic course, even beyond the 
' half way mark across the ocean. Coast- 
wise ships have little difflcuily In 
maintaining contact with Tuckerton, 
even to the Carrlbbean, and beyond' 
The static Infested Culf of Mexico 
hfidR vacuum tube transmitters getting 
tbrouch hundreds of miles of space Ir 
broad daylight, with precision and cor 
talnly. 

Vacuum Tubs Technique 
But Ihe climax of vacuum tube lech 
nlque is to be ftiund at the very elbow 
of Cape Cod. where the Chatham tla 
lion stands guard over ibe tranaat 
lantic shipping Here the visitor flnds 
a brlrk bultding. alongside a large 
hotel, and several brick dwellings to 
accommodate Ihe station crew. Upon 
entering the building, the visitor fs 
ronfronted with the busiest scene Im 
aisinable, both In the eye and to the 
ear There are rows upon rows ot 
opetallnir lablea. some for the radio 
circuits that extend out to ships at 
sea, and others for the telegraph lines 
stretching to Ihe diataot main trafflc 
office In New York City, and to the 
(rafJir office In Boston. And the scene 
Is most suggestive of a busy telephone 
central. The operators are sealed be 
fore tables with high backs conUin 
ing the receivers— 13-tube super-heler 
odyoe seu. working on the Beverage 
Wave Antenna, some mile and a half 
long! A supervisor, listening In lo all 
Incoming trafflc, assigns each operator 
to a given ship, whereupon Ibe oper 
ator tunes in and receives the traffic, 
pounding away the Radiograms on his 
typewriter ]ubi as fast as the distant 
ship operator can "sboot" them lo 
When the Chatham operalor'a torn 
comes to "Ulk." be does so tbrough 
the longwave transmitter, of which 
Ihere are two, at Marlon, hb miles 
sway, via remote control wires oi 
through one of the shortwave marine 
transmitters In a nearby building, a 
flip of a switch on the operating table 
throws Id the desired transmitter Jusi 
when It Is needed. 

That, in brief, is a picture of marine 
radio today. Surely the oldest branch 
ol radio communication has kept up 
with the rapid march of radio progress 
and has mads every effort to keep on 
the toes of lis compaDlon. radio broad 
casting.
